Such well known War- 
ner lieutenants as Capt. John T. Blake, 
John A. Dunean, O. . Queal, J. B. Law- 
fence, James A. Finlay and James H. 

lebay, openly advocated the election 
of Kumpf. Maj. Warner left the city imme- 
diately after the nominating convention was 
held and refused to take any part in the 
campaign. The Times, Star and World unit- 
ed in a vicious campaign of virulent, per- 
sonal abuse of ex~Mayor Davis and Judge 
Jones, but despite the Republican defec- 
tion, the election resulted in the defeat of 
Kumpf by a majority of 1,500 votes.

Mr. Clark, Who Introduced the Bill, 


Also Fathered One to Raise 
Chief Harrigan’s Salary. 


Charles Sutter had an ordinance intro- 
duced by Mr. Clark in the Council looking 
to a solution of the difficulty which he 
and the city find themselves in. 

The ordinance begins by declaring the ex- 
isting condition of affairs regarding the con- 
duit of the National Subway Company of 
St. Louis. 

Section 1 grants to Charles Sutter, Emil 


A. Meysenburg and John M. Sellers the 
right, when incorporated properly under ex- 
isting laws, to operate and maintain a con- 
duit in the streets of St. Louis. 

Section 2 provides for the manner and 
system of laying and constructing the con- 
duits, and puts the matter in the hands of 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

Sections 3 and 4 make provisions for fur- 
ther safeguards and regulations regarding 
the laying of the conduits. .- 

Section 6 says: “Said corporation, in addi- 
tion to providing space for its own wires, 
shall provide space for the wires of any 
other person or persons, company or com- 
panies desiring to use such system of un- 
derground conduits, upon such reasonable 
terms and compensation as may be a 
upon by the respective parties.” 

Section 6 says: In consideration of the 
premises and chises granted by this 
ordinance said corporation when incorpor- 
ated, in addition to all other taxes assessed 
by law, shall pay into the City Treasury 6 
er cent of its gross receipts, as required by 

tion 590, Chapter 16 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1897, and in consideration of the 
sum of $4,500 in cash, being the amount _— 
viously paid the city by the National Sub- 
way Co., it shall also provide one or more 
ducts in its conduits, as may be necessary, 
for the sole use of the fire and police and 
telephone service of the city of St. Louis, 
and shall provide space to any and all per-

Section 7 binds the company to begin work 
within ninety days after the passage of the 
ordinance within the district established b 
the general conduit ordinance, so that all 
companies can go in after having agreed on 
a price, as provided in Section 5.

Mr. Sutter, in explaining the measure,
